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BOAT owners are in uproar 
after being asked to vacate a 
marina while it is refurbished. 

Around 80 families whose boats are 
moored at the Fish and Duck Marina, 
in Holt Fen, near Littie Thetford, have 
been told they have 12 weeks to leave 
the site. 

The boaters, many of whom live there 
permanently, are unhappy and insist 
three months is not enough time to find 
an alternative site. 

James and Davina Harvey, who took 
over the marina last October, say they 
sympathise with the boat owners but 
insist they need to leave the site 
temporarily while a major 
refurbishment gets underway. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Mrs 
Harvey said: “Closing the marina 
temporarily is not a decision we have 
taken lightly and we really do 
sympathise with everyone. 

“We have major plans for the marina 
and we need to crack on with giving the 
site some TLC. 

“We are currently drawing up plans 
and will be applying for planning 
permission for the work we want to 
carry out, which includes completely 
re-designing the marina and 
re-structuring all the riverbanks, which 
are literally crumbling.

“It would be impossible for people to stay at 
the marina while this work is going on, not 
only for health and safety reasons but also 
because all power will be cut off. 

“Legally, we only have to give people six 
weeks to move but we are giving them 12 
weeks as we don’t feel six weeks is long 
enough.” 

But boaters, including Marie and Geoff 
Cook, are furious. 

Marie said: “We’ve all been told we have to 
be off the marina by the first week of fanuary. 

“12 weeks is not long enough for us all to 
find alternative moorings, especially over the 
Christmas period. 

“We’re all furious and pretty disgusted.” 

But Mrs Harvey insists the vacation is only 
temporarily. 

She said: “All the boaters will be able to 
come back once the work is complete, which 
we estimate to be around three to four 
months. 

“It’s a major decision for us to take and we 
completely understand why people are 
upset but we need to refurbish and 
modernise the marina before it falls further 
behind. 

“We want to make the Fish and Duck a 
leisure destination for the Ely area and 
unfortunately we cannot carry out work 
without asking boaters to leave, mainly for 
their own safety.” 

A planning application is expected to be 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council soon. 

In the long-term, Mr and Mrs Harvey also 
hope to add further facilities to the site, such 
as a restaurant and overnight 
accommodation, as well as re-building the 
pub that was once there.

Mixed reaction 
for retail park 


MAJOR plans to build 
a new out-of-town 
retail park in Ely could 
be submitted by the 
end of this month. 

Just weeks after 
developers Healy 

Investments held a public 
exhibition to showcase their 
plans for the city’s Angel 
Drove area, the company 
has announced it hopes to 
submit a formal planning 
application by the end of 
October. 

The firm says members of 
the public have shown 
“considerable support” for 
the scheme - although the 
Weekly News has received 
mixed feedback. 

Ted Coney, of Waterside, 
Ely, described the plans he 
saw at the exhibition as 
“depressing”. 

He added: “A poor, third 
rate standard of architecture 
meant the development 
looked like a garage with a 
few huts tagged on. 

“Ely with its world-class 
cathedral deserves better. 
There is nothing wrong with 
modern architecture but it 
does have to be of good 
quality.” 

Mike Ward, of Ely’s Ship 
Lane added: “Whilst many 
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people will be concerned 
about the threat that this 
out-of-town development 
poses to the city centre, I 
expect that others will 
favour the introduction of 
new retail space close to Ely. 

“As the developers 
characterise their project as 
integral to the Ely station 
gateway, one would expect 
the concept and design to 
be particularly distinctive. 

“However the design is 
utterly uninspired. Brick 
and glass boxes around a 
car park with a little green 
space and a ‘water feature’. 

“It has the appearance of 
hundreds of similar bland 
retail developments that 
were built in the 1980s and 
1990s on the outskirts of 
cities and towns around the 
UK.” 

But Michael Chandler, 
from Healy Investments, 
said the feedback they have 
received was “positive”. 

He said: “We’re really 
pleased with the turnout we 
got at the exhibition and 
with the positive response 
we have had from local 


residents. 

“I was particularly 
pleased with the praise we 
received for the mix of uses 
we are proposing and the 
overall design. 

“We already have a 
planning approval for the 
site but the mix of uses 
weren’t quite right for this 
location so we wanted to do 
something different. The 
comments we have received 
have told us that this was 
the right decision.” 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the plan is to 
demolish the existing Tesco 
store and build a new larger 
one close by at the northern 
end of Angel Drove. 

The new Tesco would be 
incorporated into a multi¬ 
million pound retail park, 
called the Ely Octagon 
Business Park, which could 
also feature a new petrol 
station, hotel, restaurant, 
non-food retail units, a DIY 
unit and new offices and 
industrial units. 

Mr Chandler added: “The 
next stage for us is to review 
the comments in more 
detail before submitting a 
planning application. 

“We hope to be in a 
position to submit by the 
end of this month.” 


Volunteers to 
stop speeding 

MOTORISTS driving 
through Littleport 
beware.

The Speedwatch 
scheme works by local 
police officers training 
volunteers to use speed 
indicator devices 
which displays vehicle 
speed.

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Funds call for 
village buses 


COUNCIL chiefs are 
being asked to fund a 
new village bus service. 

Residents in Waterbeach and 
Landbeach have struggled to get 
to Ely since Stagecoach stopped 
the number 9 service this year. 

But Waterbeach resident and 
ex-councillor, Maurice Leeke, 
has come up with plans to 
launch a weekly market day 
route which would take villagers 
into the city on Thursdays. 

Mr Leeke aims to secure 
funding for a six-month pilot 
project and hopes the service 
will run commercially in the 
long run. 

He is now in discussions with 
local councils about the plan 
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and hopes they will offer initial 
funding. 

He said: “Villagers have been 
left high and dry. This new bus 
service would not be anything 
like as good as the one we had 
before Stagecoach’s cuts, but at 
least local bus users will once 
again be able to get to Ely. 

“Before Stagecoach withdrew 
its service, we monitored the 
number of passengers using the 
bus on Thursdays. 

“Based on those figures and 
the response we have had in the 
villages, I am sure we can attract 
sufficient passengers. Nobody is 


under any illusions - it will be a 
case of ‘use it or lose it’ but 
there is definitely a lot of 
support for re-instating the bus 
link to Ely.” 

Speaking at the time of the 
cuts, Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said the service was 
underused. 

He said: “There were a limited 
number of people who used it 
from Waterbeach and Land- 
beach, and the majority of them 
travelled to Cambridge.” 

Since then, hundreds of 
people have signed a petition 
calling for the service to be 
reinstated. 

Discussions with Mr Leeke 
and local councils are ongoing.

High Sheriff of Cambridgeshire, 
said: “This service is an 
important fixture in any High 
Sheriff’s calendar and I am 
privileged that this year it 
coincides with the Diamond 
Jubilee Celebrations for Her

opportunity formally to recognise 
and thank all those who are 
involved with the maintenance of 
law and order in our county and 
the administration of justice, 
including the very many local, 
community groups who do so 
much to make society work.”

Motorcylist banned 
after police chase 


A MOTORCYCLIST who 
sent police on a chase 
through Ely avoided a 
prison sentence despite 
reaching speeds of 90mph 
and having no insurance. 

City magistrates heard how 27- 
year-old Mark Sweeney weaved 
through tight alleyways, narrowly 
avoiding pedestrians, after his 
“dangerous” driving caught the 
attention of a police officer who 
had been on route to an 
emergency. 

The defendant ignored the 
flashing blue lights as he was seen 
overtaking traffic on the A142 and 
failed to stop when he was 
signalled to by the officer. 

At an earlier hearing Sweeney, 
of The Shade, Soham, pleaded 
guilty to four charges - dangerous 
driving, failing to stop when 
required, driving without 
insurance and having an incorrect 
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licence for the class of motor 
vehicle he was using. 

When the defendant appeared 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
on Friday, he was handed a 
curfew for dangerous driving, as 
well as a 12-month ban and an 
extended re-course for the other 
matters. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: 
“The police officer was on route 
to an emergency on the A142, 
between Ely and Holmes Lane, at 
9.20am on August 28 so was 
travelling at 98 mph. 

“He decided to follow the 
motorcyclist and had to speed up 
to llOmph to catch up with him 
but the defendant did not pull 
over.” 

Mr Brown said the motorcyclist 
continued to the village of Soham, 
reaching speeds of 65mph in a 


40mph zone. 

The court heard that the officer 
then saw Sweeney disappear 
down an alleyway with a 
complete lack of control but 
continued his search and later 
arrested him. 

Sweeney has several previous 
convictions including driving 
whilst under the influence of 
alcohol and possession of 
cocaine. 

Chief magistrate, Elizabeth Cox, 
said: “It is extremely lucky that no 
one was hurt, these are very 
serious matters. 

“You are already breaching a 
suspended prison sentence for 
previous offences, including 
driving whilst under the influence 
of excess alcohol.” 

The unrepresented defendant 
admitted to driving dangerously 
to try to get away from the police 
officer.

BOAT owners are being urged to be 
vigilant after thousands of pounds 
worth of equipment was stolen from 
Ely Marina. 

Thieves - believed to be on a boat - 
got into the marina, in Waterside, and 
stole two outboard motors each worth 
around £3,000. 

The offenders also wrenched the 
doors off two or three boats and ripped 
the controls and engines from inside. 
Televisions and other valuables were 
also stolen from boats. 

Stuart Mould, manager of Ely 
Marina, said the attacks have left boat 
owners “distraught” and says the 
thieves accessed the marina by boat. 

He said: “The gates to the marina are 


locked every night so the only way they 
could have got away with such big 
items like outboard motors is by boat. 
We also believe these crimes were 
organised. Doors were wrenched and 
whoever did this knows what they were 
after - they weren’t petty little thefts. 

“We had two outboard motors 
stolen and they tried to take another 
one. They are worth around £3,000 
each. They also ripped the controls out 
of two or three boats and stole them, as 
well as other engines and even 
televisions from inside. The boats are 
in a heck of a state. 

“We’ve heard similar offences have 
happened at nearby marinas so people 
really do need to be on their guard.” 


It is not certain exactly when the 
break-in happened. But Mr Mould said 
it was within the last week as the site is 
checked regularly. 

Police are urging people who spot 
suspicious activity around boatyards in 
the region to dial 999. 

DI Donna Wass said: “Boat owners 
should ensure they have good quality 
locks for their outboard motors and 
deter thieves by postcode marking 
them. We would also advise people to 
remove valuables and personal 
paperwork from boats when they are 
left empty.”

Vet loses 
legal fight

A VET’S court fight to 
stop his estranged wife 
from setting up a rival 
practice close to his 
business has ended in 
defeat.

Wheelie bin 
bid Is sent to 
government 


WHEELIE bins are a step closer to 
being introduced in the Ely area. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has now submitted its £5 million bid to 
the Department for Communities and 
Local Government - and should hear 
whether it has been successful later this 
month. 

If approved, the money will be spent on 
revamping the entire district’s service, 
which currently sees just 37 per cent of 
waste being recycled - the lowest rate in 
the region. 

The plan is to retain the district’s weekly 
waste collections but to replace the brown 
sack and black box collection system with 
a new wheelie bin recycling collection, 
including paper, glass, metal cans, plastics 
and cardboard. 

There would also be a new wheelie bin 
collection for organics to include food and 
garden waste, which would be collected 
fortnightly. 

The weekly waste collections would be 
retained and collected via black sacks. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
council’s community and environment 
committee, said more than 95 per cent of 
people who took part in a recent 
consultation said the council could do 
more to improve recycling in the district. 

A total of 76 per cent of people said the 
new system would improve dry recycling 
collection, and 66 per cent believed 
proposals would improve organics 
collections. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “The consultation is 
done and the vast majority of respondents 
supported the bid, which has now been 
submitted. 

“All we can do now is wait for the

Department for Communities and Local 
Government to make their decision. 

“We believe we have a strong case as 
our proposals are specifically designed to 
meet the needs of our residents by 
providing a weekly waste collection with a 
fortnightly wheeled bin recycling service. 

“A decision is due anytime from the 
middle of October so we can only wait for 
the call to come through. 

“Should the bid be successful there will 
still be a lot of work to do to deliver this 
new service but rest assured we would do 
all we could to introduce the changes as 
soon as possible. 

“Our aim is to be known for an excellent 
waste and recycling service and this bid is 
a great chance to deliver for all our 
residents.” 

If the bid is approved, council officers 
will carry out a survey of all households in 
the district to identify anyone whose 
property would not be suitable for the 
new service. 

These homes would retain the current 
black box and brown sack collection 
service while other households would 
convert to the wheelie bin service. 

The Department for Communities and 
Local Government’s Weekly Collection 
Reward Scheme is making £250 million 
available to all authorities. 

The East Cambs bid would also fund a 
fleet of new vehicles for the new services, 
as well as a rescheduling of rounds to 
reduce carbon emissions.

Village home 
plan rejected 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build a new affordable 
housing scheme in 
Haddenham have been 
rejected. 

Social housing provider, 
Sanctuary Housing, wanted to 
build 24 affordable dwellings on 
land north of Northumbria Close, 
off Station Road. 

The plans, which were 
submitted in June, sparked uproar 
in the village, with residents and 
councillors insisting the farmland 
is unsuitable for such 
development. 

And despite planning officer 
Penelope Mills recommending that 
the proposals were approved, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee refused 
permission last Wednesday. 

Committee members heard how 
the council had received 29 letters 
of objection against the proposals, 
with issues raised including the 
impact the development would 
have on the highway and the 
“damaging” effects on nearby 
properties and the village scenery. 

Fears were also raised about the 
amount of social housing on one 
site, the impact on the village 
school, the effects it would have on 
the village’s drainage system and 
poor access to the site.

Linda Powell, of Station Road, 
said: “Although I recognise the 
need for low-cost housing, the 
increased traffic coming onto 
Station Road will be a highways 
safety issue. 

“The nature of Northumbria 
Close will change dramatically 
from a relatively safe area for 
young children to play to being a 
busy thoroughfare. 

“I would like to ask that a smaller 
development of 10 houses is 
considered.”

A SPEECH and 
language therapist is 
putting her best foot 
forward to help 
women suffering 
with a rare neuro¬ 
logical disorder.

“The syndrome affects 
previously healthy little 
girls and means they lose 
acquired skills, normal 
movement and speech. 
They become increasingly 
more disabled over time 
and need round the clock 
care for the rest of their 
lives.

■ The Marriage Act 1836 and 
the Registration Act 1836 came 
into force in 1837 in England 
and Wales. There were 118,000 
marriages in the first full year 
of civil registration in 1838 in 
England and Wales. 

■ On average, couples get 
engaged two years, 11 months 
and eight days into their 
relationship. However, women 
feel ready for marriage even 
earlier - two years, seven 
months and 24 days earlier, to 


be absolutely precise! 

■ One single woman in five is 
thought to be stashing away 
money for her wedding even 
without having found a 
groom. 

■ The custom of giving a ring 
can be dated back to the 
ancient Romans.

Before then, brides simply 
wore their best dress. 

■ Britney Spear’s marriage to 
Jason Alexander lasted 56 
hours. 

■ The Queen is the first British 

monarch to have celebrated a 
diamond wedding 

anniversary. 

■ The average length of a 
British marriage is 11 years 
and six months, which is 
about the same as it was for 
12th century peasants (though 


their marriages tended to end 
through the death of one of 
the partners rather than 
divorce). 

■ Although the percentage of 
couples getting married in 
Britain in 2010 fell to its lowest 
rate since 1862, for those who 
are married, the divorce rate 
(at 11.5 per cent) is also lower 
than it has been at any time 
since 1977. 

■ Couples from Sevenoaks, in 
Kent, are almost three times as 
likely to stay married as 
couples who live in St 
Leonards-on-Sea in Sussex. 

■ Legal documents such as 
wedding certificates are 
signed in special thicker ink 
made from green vitriol, 
which is designed to grow 
darker with age. 

■ Since 1959, it has been legal 
to marry a dead person in 
France, provided you can 
prove the wedding was already 
planned. Around 20 
posthumous marriages are 
approved by the French 
president each year.

Parents urged 
not to park In 
resident bays 


FRUSTRATED residents are 
urging parents to stop parking in 
private bays near their homes. 

People living in High Barns and 
Ramsey Road in Ely are “fed up” with 
people parking in bays which are 
meant to be for their use only. 

They say parents whose children 
attend Spring Meadow Infant and 
Nursery School in High Barns are the 
main culprits. 

The parking areas, one of which is 
opposite the school in High Barns, and 
the other at the end of Ramsey Road, 
are both on private land and should 
not be used by anyone other than the 
residents. 

The City of Ely Council is responsible 
for the one in Ramsey Road and 
Sanctuary Housing holds responsibility 
for the area in High Barns. 

James Watkins, of Ramsey Road, said: 
“We’re fed up with our parking bays 
being used by people who shouldn’t be, 
mainly parents dropping their kids off 
or picking them up from school. 

“There are signs stating that the 
parking bays are for residents only but 
these are just completely ignored. 

“It's just so frustrating. I know people 
who live in High Barns opposite the

school are just as irritated too. 

“People need to respect the fact that 
these parking areas are for residents 
only and that we have nowhere else to 
park our vehicles.” 

A spokeswoman for Spring Meadow 
said the school was aware of the issue 
and that parents had been urged not to 
park in those areas. 

A spokeswoman for the City of Ely 
Council said: “The City of Ely Council 
administers the shared equity houses 
in Larkfield Road and Ramsey Road, 
Ely. 

“These are privately owned houses 
that have allocated car parking spaces, 
either in front of the properties or in 
the car parking areas within these two 
roads. 

“These car parking areas are on 
private land and should not be used by 
anyone, other than the residents. 

“These areas are clearly marked ‘no 
parking residents only’.” 

A spokesman for Sanctuary Housing 
also urged people not to park in 
residents-only bays.

‘danger’ junction

PEOPLE’S lives are being 
put at risk at a “dangerous” 
junction in Ely. 

That’s the message from resi¬ 
dents and councillors who are 
calling for improvements at the 
junction of Chapel Street and 
Downham Road. 

People insist the junction is an 
“accident waiting to happen” and 
are urging Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s highways team 
to improve visibility there. 

Laura Phillips, who lives in 
nearby Upherds Lane, believes 
putting a mirror on the opposite 
side of the junction would make 
it safer. 

She said: “I can’t believe there 
hasn’t been a serious crash there 
yet - it really is an accident 
waiting to happen. 

“Chapel Street is so narrow and 
there are buildings on the corner 
of both sides of the junction, 
which mean vehicles have to pull 
right into Downham Road to see 
if there is anything coming. 

“I’ve witnessed so many near- 
misses there and it’s about time 
something was done to make it 



less dangerous. 

“Downham Road is used by 
hundreds of motorists, pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists every day, 
many of whom are taking or 
collecting their children from 
school. 

“I believe putting a convex 
mirror on the opposite side of the 
junction would certainly help.” 

District councillors Sue Austen 
and Sheila Friend-Smith have 
also expressed concerns over the 
junction. 

Speaking on the community 
website ShapeYourPlace, Cllr 
Friend-Smith said: “As someone 
who uses Downham Road as a 
cyclist or a pedestrian on a daily 


basis I am acutely aware of the 
danger of cars having to edge 
forward from Chapel Street in 
order to see if it is safe to move in 
to Downham Road. 

“If a mirror is judged by the 
highway authority experts to 
offer a solution I support this 
idea wholeheartedly." 

However, the county council 
insists it would be against its 
policy to erect a mirror on the 
highway. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said: “Cambridgeshire County 
Council would not wish to 
position or authorise equipment 
to be placed on the public 
highway that is deemed and 
considered to be dangerous in 
their use. 

“Mirrors placed on poles or on 
the sides of buildings are subject 
to natural forces like wind, snow, 
rain, as well as vandalism and 
grime from the road surface. 

“It has been Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s policy for many 
years not to allow or authorise 
mirrors to be placed on the 
highway.” 

The spokesman added that 
alternative ways to improve the 
junction could be considered, but 
that finance would have to be 
available.

“We’d like to hear their thoughts 
and concerns on the proposed 
scheme and gain feedback and 
ideas.” 

The project, called the Ouse 
Washes, would be similar to the 
controversial Wicken Fen Vision 
and create habitats like those at 
the Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust at 
nearby Welney. 

While some welcome the 
creation of the new habitat, others 
are against such conversion of 
agricultural land. 

But the EA said creating the new 
habitats will boost bird numbers in 
the region while allowing it to 


continue operating the Washes for 
flood defence into the future. 

Mr Doktor added: “The 
proposed habitat site, which 
includes a new water storage lake, 
is surrounded by a network of 
public rights of way and there will 
be an opportunity for public 
access and use.” 

Two public exhibitions are being 
held for people to have their say. 

They will be at Coveney Village 
Hall on Thursday from l-7pm and 
at Witcham Village Hall on 
Tuesday, November 6 from l-7pm.

The consultation runs until

The stage and screen 
favourite Timothy West tells 
JENNIFER SHELTON why 
he loves his annual potter 
around Cambridge - even if 
his current role is taking it 
out of him. 

B ORN to actor parents, 
married to a celebrated 
actress (Prunella Scales) 
and with a son (Samuel West) 
forging his own successful career 
on stage and screen, it’s fair to 
say acting isn’t just a job for 
Timothy West - it’s a way of life. 

Having triumphed in roles from King 
Lear to the King of England, the 
commanding RSC veteran’s latest project 
sees him on stage as a Ukrainian odd-job 
man with a murky past in Ronald 
Harwood’s The Handyman. It’s his third 
trip to Cambridge in as many years, after 
astute performances in The Winslow Boy 
and Quartet (also by Harwood), and it’s 
not entirely unexpected that he seems as 
much an expert on Cambridge as on 
anything else. 

“I’ve been coming to the Arts Theatre 
probably since about 1960,” he says 
warmly. 

“I know the area very well and I’ll 
certainly enjoy having a potter around. 


What I won’t do is bring the car - that’s a 
mistake in Cambridge. But I’ve got very 
nice digs by Jesus Green and that’s a nice 
walk. . . then if I want to go anywhere I’ll 
get the bus.” 

At 77, far from being daunted, West is 
positively enthusiastic about the prospect 
of touring - something he suspects he 
might have inherited from his parents, 
Olive and Harry Lockwood West, who 
were touring actors for most of their 
lives. 

“I enjoy coming into a recognisable 
community, which is difficult to achieve 
in London, where everybody’s from all 
over the place,” he says. 

It’s this sense of community that’s 
integral to The Handyman ; a story of 
quiet lives disrupted when it emerges that 
a close family friend has been accused of 
war crimes during the Holocaust. 

“It’s about what happens to a very 
settled community which has been 
chugging along quite nicely until 
suddenly something bad happens and 
splits them apart,” explains West. “The 
handyman, which is me, has been 
working for these people for God knows 
how many years and is thought of as part 
of the family, but has been recently 
accused of war crimes. 

“It’s not about did he do it or didn’t he, 
but about if he did do it, what are our 
justifiable attitudes to it. Have we got to 
punish him? Should we wipe the slate 
clean, or is that being disgracefully unfair 
to the people who died in the Holocaust? 

“It’s a very exciting and fascinating 
play; it unearths the loyalties and 


prejudices of what you would think are 
reasonably predictable people.” 

Though there’s humour in there too, 
it’s no Noel Coward, and winding down 
after such an intense performance, West 
explains, can be tough. 

“With some plays you finish and you 
think ‘right, ok, I’ve got the rest of the 
evening, what shall we do?’ But this play 
is quite exhausting, not just because I’m 
an old bugger but because a lot of the 
scenes are quite harrowing and that’s 
strangely tiring. 

“Some plays are just like that. Lunnily 
enough if you die, you feel ok and more 
inclined to go and find a Chinese 
restaurant. But not with this one.” 

West is no stranger to roles of 
magnitude, having played Lear on three 
occasions: the first when he was only in 
his 30s and the most recent with English 
Touring Theatre in 2003. Still, he’s no 
Shakespearean one-trick pony, with 
Prospero, Claudius, Enobarbus, 
Bolingbroke and Shy lock also on his CV 
I wonder about his favourite Shakespeare 
role - or will Lear always be the Holy 
Grail? 

“I don’t think there’s anything that can 
touch Lear. I’ve done it three times now 
and every time I do I feel I’m a little bit 
closer to the top of an enormous 
mountain. Also, it’s a play where one’s 
attitude towards it changes every time 
depending on what’s happening in the 
world and the people around you. It’s a 
many-faceted play; you could think 
different thoughts every time you do it on 
practically every line.” 


And that’s what keeps it interesting for 
audiences.. . 

“Of course. You don’t want to see the 
same old story every time, and clearly 
people don’t because Shakespeare is 
being performed all over the world now 
more than ever.” 

Though he might land the 
roles of distinguished, 
perhaps a little 
weatherbeaten, 
patriarchs today (his 
Wikipedia page 
refers breezily to 
his ‘craggy 
looks’), West’s 
early training in 
rep theatre in the 
late 50s ensured 
a range of parts 
came his way. 

“I did about 45 plays a 
year and they were all very 
different. It’s wonderful 
training for an actor, to 
attack that many 
kinds of styles and 
manners, costumes 
and accents. That 
makes you 
enormously 
versatile - you 
have to be. 

“Now, of course, 
it’s rather the 
reverse, at least as 
far as television’s 
concerned. They 
want you to be 


the same whatever you’re in, and that’s a 
shame.”

TTRACTING record- 
breaking audiences last 
year, the Cambridge 
Classical Concert Series is 
clearly adored by local music 
lovers - and the 2012/13 line¬ 
up is shaping up as one of the 
strongest yet. 

The series opens on Friday, October 
26 with a visit from the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra. Talented 
young British conductor Oliver Gooch 
conducts an evening of masterpieces, 
beginning with Borodin’s Prince Igor 
Overture, a feast of Russian dances and 
Oriental melodies. 

The Russian flair continues with 
Rachmaninov’s glorious Piano 
Concerto No. 3, a work brimming with 
passion, and a showcase for soloist Viv 
McLean’s dazzling virtuosity. 

Sibelius’s Symphony No. 5 is an 
extraordinary piece, culminating in a 
breathtaking finale. 

As a bonus to concert goers on the 
night, young people from Cambridge 
have been working with the City 
Council’s Children’s and Young 
People’s Participation Service and 
musicians from the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra’s outreach 
team Resound to compose a brand new 
piece. Using a mixture of live and 
sampled music, the work will be 
performed by the young people 
themselves alongside RPO musicians 
on the Corn Exchange stage at the 
beginning of the concert. 

The Prague Symphony Orchestra, 
which comes to Cambridge on Tuesday, 
November 13 is a leading Czech music 
ensemble with an outstanding 
international reputation. Conducted by 
Heiko Mathias Forster, one of the most 
compelling young conductors of his 
generation, the evening opens with 
Smetana’s most popular work The 


Bartered Bride which pulses with 
rhythmic vitality. With its eloquent 
cadences and subtle complexities, 
Beethoven’s Piano Concerto No. 4 is 
one of the world’s major piano concerti. 

After a rendition of Janacek’s lyrical 
Adagio, the evening ends with Dvorak’s 
Symphony No. 8 which draws on the 
Bohemian folk music so beloved by the 
composer. 

The Royal Philharmonic Orchestra 
returns on Thursday, January 24, when 
Fabien Gabel conducts an evening of 
Romantic masterpieces. The evening 
opens with Brahms’s dramatic Tragic 
Overture. Soloist Janina Fialkowska 
is one of the world’s finest interpreters 
of Chopin and Chopin’s Piano 
Concerto No. 2 is the perfect vehicle to 
highlight her dazzling skills. Dramatic 
writing also takes centre stage in 
Beethoven’s Symphony No. 6 (‘The 
Pastoral’), with its turbulent storm 
movement complemented by music of 


sunny grace and rustic charm. 

The internationally renowned Polish 
National Radio Symphony Orchestra 
visits the Corn Exchange on Friday, 
February 15. The evening begins with 
Bernstein’s vivacious Candide Overture 
before moving on to Lutoslawski’s 
richly textured Little Suite for 
Orchestra. Mendelssohn’s Violin 
Concerto is a towering achievement of 
the Romantic era and is performed with 
elan by soloist Agata Szymczewska. 
The second half of the concert features 
Mahler’s Symphony No. 5. 

World-famous cellist Julian Lloyd 
Webber is Artist in Residence at 
Cambridge Corn Exchange and, on 
Tuesday, April 16 he performs at the 
Corn Exchange alongside his very 
talented wife Jiaxin Cheng to perform 
Vivaldi’s Concerto for Two Cellos in G 
Minor with the European Union 
Chamber Orchestra. Elgar himself 
viewed his Serenade for Strings as his 


favourite composition and you can see 
why when the orchestra does full 
justice to its lilting rhythms and dusky 
atmosphere. 

When composer Eric Whitacre was a 
Visiting Fellow at Sidney Sussex 
College during autumn 2010, he was 
inspired to write the evocative and 
pastoral The River Cam while taking 
his daily walks alongside the river. 

Lloyd Webber concludes the first 
half of this concert with an exquisite 
interpretation of the piece. Audiences 
will immediately recognise Barber’s 
Adagio for Strings from the sound track 
to the Oscar nominated film Amelie 
and the evening draws to a close with a 
spirited performance of Schubert’s 
lyrical Symphony No. 5. 

The Moscow State Symphony 
Orchestra brings the series to a 
spectacular conclusion on Friday, May 
17. Conducted by Pavel Kogan, the 
concert opens with Introduction and 
Three Miracles from Rimsky- 
Korsakov’s exotic Tsar Sultan Suite. 
One of the brightest pianists to emerge 
from Russia in recent years, soloist 
Tatiana Kolesova performs 
Tchaikovsky’s great Piano Concerto 
No. 1 with verve and brilliance. The 
concert, and indeed the series, 
concludes with Tchaikovsky’s 
Symphony No. 6 (‘Pathetique’), filled 
with turbulent pathos and considered to 
be the composer’s great swan song.

ART imitates life imitates art in this 
delightfully offbeat romantic comedy 
which ponders if the man or woman of 
your dreams is exactly that: a 
fantastical creation. 

Directed by husband and wife 
Jonathan Dayton and Valerie Faris, who 
collected a mantelpiece of awards for 
Little Miss Sunshine, Ruby Sparks stars 
real-life couple Paul Dano and Zoe 
Kazan as lovebirds magically brought 
together by unseen forces. 

They catalyse smouldering screen 
chemistry, surrounded by a strong 
ensemble cast including Antonio 
Banderas and Annette Bening as hippie 
parents, whose carefree attitude to life 
and love provides a template of 
perfection that other characters 
struggle to emulate. 

Calvin Weir-Fields (Dano) wrote his 
first novel at the age of 19. It was 
embraced by critics as a modern 
masterpiece and he has coasted along 



on the adulation, unable to find the 
words for a follow-up or a girl who 
loves him, not his celebrity. 

During a regular visit to psychiatrist 
Dr Rosenthal (Elliott Gould), Calvin 
confides that a beautiful girl is haunting 
his dreams and the shrink suggests it 
may be therapeutic to commit these 
nocturnal imaginings to paper. So to 
cure his writer’s block, Calvin follows 
the doc’s guidance and churns out 
volumes about the mystery girl. 

Miraculously, Ruby (Kazan) 
manifests in Calvin’s apartment. 


“The situation is crazy, I am not,” 
Calvin assures his incredulous brother, 
Harry (Chris Messina), demonstrating 
his control over Ruby by making her 
speak fluent French simply by adding a 
relevant sentence to his manuscript. 

“For men everywhere, tell me you’re 
not gonna let that go to waste,” grins 
Harry, sensing the possibilities for 
moulding Ruby into the perfect, 
subservient partner. 

She is blissfully unaware that she 
was once a figment of Calvin’s feverish 
imagination, and as romantic bonds 


strengthen between the couple, Harry’s 
initial enthusiasm mellows into 
fraternal concern. 

Written by Kazan, Ruby Sparks 
conjures fond memories of Stranger 
Than Fiction as Calvin ponders the 
morality of bedding his literary 
creation. 

The script ventures into darker 
territory when Calvin grows weary of 
his soulmate and spitefully puts her 
through the physical and emotional 
wringer using his typewriter. Thankfully, 
the film pulls back from the abyss at 
the last moment so we retain our 
sympathy and affection for the 
beleaguered hero. 

Dano is endearing as the introverted 
scribe crippled by success and Kazan is 
luminous, staring wide-eyed into the 
camera with an irresistible twinkle in 
her eye. 

Towards the end, Ruby speaks for us 
all when she smiles at Calvin and coos: 
“Just don’t tell me how it ends, OK?” 

OK, we won’t.

Taking a turn for the exotic 




U RBAN gardener and TV 
presenter James Wong 
doesn’t have a 
greenhouse, propagators or 
teams of gardeners, yet 
through obsessive trials in his 
own back garden he has 
managed to grow a range of 
exotic fruit and veg worthy of 
any Michelin-starred 
restaurant. 

He laments that we’ve become 
stuck in a 1940s timewarp during the 
‘grow your own’ revolution, barely 
moving beyond spuds, sprouts and 
swedes. 

“We don’t eat the same stuff we did 
two generations ago, so why on earth 
should we be stuck growing it?” asks 
the Kew-trained botanist, who has 
fronted such TV programmes as the 
BBC’s Grow Your Own Drugs and 
Countryfile. 

“Ironically, the biggest mistake 


people make is trying to grow exotic 
crops in greenhouses when they 
simply don’t need to.” 

Wasabi, also known as Japanese 
horseradish, which is used as a fiery 
accompaniment to popular dishes 
including sushi, is easier to grow 
than watercress, he insists. 

Wasabi plants can’t stand the 
sunshine, but thrive in cool, wet, 
overcast settings, which makes them 
perfect for growing in this country. 

Plant half a dozen small plants in a 
shady spot between early spring and 
early autumn, covering the area in a 
thick mulch of organic matter and 
place gravel around the plants to 
deter slugs and snails. Keep it in the 
shade in summer. 


The edible part of wasabi is its 
partially buried stem, which takes up 
to two years to reach full size and 
flavour, but once you have an 
established clump, you’ll have a 
succession of‘roots’ for many years. 

Harvest them when they reach 
around 10-15cm long - a third of this 
may be below ground - and grate 
them fresh at the table, because they 
will degrade within a few hours of 
being grated. 

Wasabi works well in salad 
dressing and marinades for grilled 
chicken or fish, or whisked into 
mayonnaise. Currently plants are 
only available in a handful of mail 
order nurseries, but from next 
spring, Suttons will be supplying 


them. Wong has also managed to 
grow cocktail kiwi, a pint-sized, fuzz- 
free version of the original, which he 
says is easier to grow than apples 
and pears, along with asparagus 
peas, dahlia yams and callaloo, a 
Caribbean spinach, on his urban 
plot. All are detailed in his latest 
book, James Wong’s Homegrown 
Revolution. 

The Inca berry, or cape gooseberry, 
imported from Colombia to supply 
the fancy fruit sections of certain 
supermarkets, was commonly grown 
in this country in Victorian times, 
says Wong. 

“The plants can be grown like 
tomatoes but are not susceptible to 
blight, are more drought tolerant and 
you don’t need to prune or train 
them.” 

Plant them against a sunny, south¬ 
facing wall in well-drained soil and 
cover their roots with a thick layer of 
mulch. 

In late summer and early autumn 
the plants will produce a heavy crop 
of brown papery lanterns which fall 
off when they are ripe. The shiny 
golden berries within taste good as 
they are or as an interesting 
ingredient in smoothies, salads and 
salsas and have up to a three-month 
shelf life. The seeds are widely 
available. 

Among Wong’s favourites exotics is 
the New Zealand yam, originally 
from Peru, which makes a much 
more interesting alternative to the 


potato. Producing edible shamrock¬ 
like leaves with a flavour of Bramley 
apples followed by knobbly 
‘potatoes’ in a variety of colours, they 
are also blight resistant. 

“You cook and eat them in exactly 
the same way as potatoes, or you can 
eat them raw as a erudite In Mexico 
they dip them in sugar and chilli 
powder, which sounds awful but is 
really delicious,” he enthuses. 

Forming 30cm-high mounds, they 
make excellent ground cover under 
tall skinny crops such as sweetcorn 
or outdoor vine tomatoes. 

They are grown like a regular spud, 
started off from seed tubers, 
increasingly available from specialist 
mail-order nurseries and from 
Thompson & Morgan. Plant them in 
small pots of compost on a sunny 
windowsill in late April. 

They should soon spring up little 
shoots and will be ready to plant out 
in May after risk of frost has passed. 
They do best in rich, fertile soil 
packed with organic matter in full 
sun. 

From July, earth up the rows to 
bury the trailing runners. They 
should be ready to harvest when the 
first frosts blacken their leaves in late 
November. Lift the tubers out of the 
ground carefully and hold a few back 
for planting in spring.
